Increased interest in their 
community is shown by East 
Coleman aa they tagin action 
in a number of commendable 
projects. 

At an executive meeting last 
week correspondence was read 
from the C.P.R. regarding a 
safety light for the crossing. 

The letter disclosed that a 
safety signal light would cost 
in the neighborhood of $10,000 
which costs would have to be 
borne by the C.P.R. the prov¬ 
incial and federal government 
It was also disclosed that in¬ 
stallation of such a light at 
this particular location would 
not be practical due to the 
station being so near the cros 
sing. 

The letter suggested that 
the matter be presented to the 
provincial government for its 
consideration. Itwasalsopoin 
ted out that cost of mainten¬ 
ance would amount to appro¬ 
ximately $300. per year. 

The matter of numbering 
homes and streets in East 
Coleman was brought up and 
a quotation on cost of numb¬ 
ers for the job was presented. 
It was decided to go ahead 
with the work and order the 
numbers which are to be an 
aluminum white on black. To 
pay for the numbers the com¬ 
mittee will canvass the homes 
and collect from the ratepay¬ 
er*. A map of the ati trl c t and 
plane for numbering were re¬ 
ceived from the provincial gov 
ernment. 

The question of garbage diB 
posal was discussed and it 
was stated that a number of 
residents living near the Crow 
Nest River, passing through 
the central part of the Impro. 
vement district, were dump¬ 
ing cans and garbage in the 
river. The government will be 
requested to place signa along 
the river prohibiting the dis¬ 
posal of garbage in the river. 

The committee will also ap¬ 
proach residents with a view 
to having alleys and jgarbage 
cleaned up. The poaeibility of 
organizing a means of garb¬ 
age disposal was discussed 
and several plans are to be in¬ 
vestigated. 


It was felt that the one a<P 
ditional member would equal¬ 
ize the representation in the 
local I. D. on the board to the 
satisfaction of all concerned.

REGINA.—Three new grasses will 
be added this year to the forage 
crop demonstrations of the • Saskat¬ 
chewan Department of Agriculture. 

The demonstrations are conducted 
j by Agricultural Representatives with 
the assistance of the Plant Industry 
I Branch, this year will include pasture 
j as well as hay demonstrations. 

The director of the Plant Industry 
Branch, R. E. McKenzie, said tfiree 
grasses recommended for the first 
time last year for use in Saskatche¬ 
wan, will be given their first wide¬ 
spread practical tests in the demon¬ 
strations. The grasses are interme¬ 
diate wheat grass, tall wheat grass, 
and Russian' wild rye. 

Intermediate wheat grass* is a 
fairly long-lived perennial with 
creeping roots which has a high 
■yield. Tall’ wheat grass is also a 
fairly long lived perennial with high 
yield, but is not creeping and requires 
more moisture. It is tolerant of wet 
moderately alkali soils. Russian wild 
rye is a long-lived perennial which is J 
not creeping. It is recommended for I 
pasture rather than, hay crops be-1 
cause of a heavy bottom growth of I 
leaves. Russian wild rye will be 
used only in pasture demonstrations.

Slave Lake in the North West Terri¬ 
tories by Bob Smith, a pilot for the j 
ever, it is a serious offence to shoot 
a Whooping Crane, and each bird 
killed is an irreparable loss to the 
species. 

A Whooping Crane can be easily 
identified. It stands about five feet 
in height and the adult is white with 
exception of black wing tips, legs 
and feet, yellow bills and red feather¬ 
less heads. When in flight the bird 
has its neck outstretched and its long 
legs trail well behind its tail. The 
average wingspan is between five and 
seven feet. 

The general public is asked to be 
on the alert during the coming nest¬ 
ing season for signs of Whooping 
Cranes returning to their native 
breeding ground. Anyone seeing one 
should report the incident at once to 
Fred G. Bard, director of the Pro¬ 
vincial Museum, Regina, Saskalche- .

A Man Short 


When a team is a man short the 
best plan is to have the fastest and 
best checking players forecheck ag¬ 
gressively with the checkers coming 
back fast to cover the wings if they 
are beaten. If the opposition play a 
shoo ting-in. game, assign your fastest 
winpr to the. job of coming back well 
ahead of his check, who is picked up 
about at centre ice. He should Skate 
a little ahead of his man until he 
sees the puck-carrier start to shoot, 
then he should burst in hard to get 
the puck and clear it.

Table Tennis Tip 

Most beginners have a tendency to 
hit their service too high. This is 
caused by hitting down on the ball 
too much. To avoid this, hit the ball 
with a forward motion with your 
racquet almost vertical to the table. 
With your left hand, toss the ball 
about six inches above the table 
(making certain that you are behind 
the table about one yard). Then, 
much the same as the topspin fore¬ 
hand stroke, bring your arm through 
and around. Try this slowly at first 
and as you get used to it you will 
find your services gain speed and you 
will soon be able to hit the ball quite 
hard. And above all, try to hit your 
service as deep into your opponent’ 
territory as possible. 

Alter Activity Aid 

To replace the energy fuel (carbo¬ 
hydrates) you have used in your ac¬ 
tivity you should be sure to take 
a good supply of foods high in carbo¬ 
hydrates.

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KEEP IT SIMPLE 

It is usually a mistake and especially so where space is limited to be 
too formal in'planting about the house. Straight rows of flowers, 
shrubs and trees look stiff and artificial. Flowers particularly will 
make a better show if arranged in clumps with the smaller sorts in 
front and the larger ones grouped to the rear. The same is true of 
shrubbery. Unless the grounds are very large, one should be content 
with only one or two trees. The main idea is to screen a bit of the 
house and the fences here and there but not to hide the line com¬ 
pletely. With shrubbery and trees it is important to remember the 
full size at maturity and allow plenty of room. Big things planted 
close to walls will have no room to develop properly. 

THE LAWN 

There are . only a few fundamentals to bear in mind, in the handling 
of a lawn. The first of these is good quality seed especially prepared 
for lawns, not just some cheap, coarse grasses which will soon be¬ 
come ragged. The second point is to realize that grass is a plant 
and needs food and care just the same as a flower or a vegetable. 
Grasses thrive best in cool damp weather, therefore it is most impor¬ 
tant that the ground be prepared and the seed sown as soon as pos¬ 
sible in the spring, and in any case before the really hot weather 
commences. If this is not, possible one should wait until early fall. 
Because lawns are permanent, it is much easier to get the- soil well 
worked, fine and level befo/e seeding than afterwards. For obvious 
reasons the seed should be sown on a day when there is no wind and 
it is best to go over the plot twice, broadcasting one way, then the 
other. Because the plants are tender at first .especially so, it is 
advisable to cut with a very sharp mower. Well rotted manure, and 
» chemical fertilizers rich in nitrogen are recommended for lawns and 
also an occasional application of bone meal. Well fed grass will 
crowd out most weeds. The rest can be -handled with some of the 
new 2-4-D chemical sprays. 

TO SAVE TIME 

One of the quickest ways to produce flowers and vegetables is to use 
started plants. These can go outside almost as soon as it is safe to 
sow seeds. If handled carefully one can have flowers and new vege¬ 
tables at least two weeks ahead of usual in this way. Another trick 
is to sow some seed of each packet a week or two before the normal 
time and then protect the young seedling^ with paper caps, panes of 
glass or upturned flower pots until thee weather really turns warm. 
Some people start a hill of melons, squash or even com in a berry 
box indoors, then plant box and all outside without disturbing roots. 
SPREAD THEM OUT 

It is a mistake to plant all the vegetable seed in one afternoon. Far 
more satisfaction will result and much larger total yields as well as 
finer quality, where each packet is roughly divided into 'three parts. 
The first and smallest of these parts is sown in the early side and 
if they come through without serious frost we have some extra early 
vegetables. The second or main sowing goes in at the regular time, 
then from a fortnight to three weeks later we make the last sowing. 
With some quick maturing things like beans, carrots and beets, one 
can make even more sowings at intervals of a fortnight. In the 
warmer sections of the country it is possible to go right on planting 
most vegetables up to early July. By spreading out in this way we 
not only get a continuous supply of vegetables but we get that supply 
right at its best quality. To extend the season still further experts 
adopt the practise of sowing two or three different types of the main 
vegetable, an early maturing sort, a medium one and a late one. 
This is a particularly sound policy with such things as garden peas 
and corn, as the former must go in fairly early to get a start during 
the cool weather and the latter is not safe much before danger from 
the last frost is over.

THE COUSIN’S STORY 

A History Of The Crows Nest Pass Area 


Because its mine at Coal Creek 
was already developed, Fernie 
was the first settlement to spring 
to life when the railway arrived, 
and In a very short time the low 
log huts of 1897 became known 
as “Old Town”. A map will show 
that apart from the C.P.R. six 
square mile grant and two gov¬ 
ernment blocks of 5000 and 45000 
acres, all the coal measures from 
Elko northward up the Elk valley 
for about 60 miles and through 
the Crows Nest Pass to the Al¬ 
berta boundry, belonged to the 
Crows Nest Pass Coal Co. This 
fact had an important bearing 
on the nature of the commun¬ 
ities which sprung up in the 
area. The company obviously In¬ 
tended that all commercial ac¬ 
tivities of the B.C. zone were to 
centre on Fernie, which was lo¬ 
cated on a wide flat along the 
Elk River. There were no coal 
mines near It and except for the 
period when coke was manufac¬ 
tured there, Fernie has never 
had the appearance of a mining 
camp. The mines were at Coal 
Creek, 6 miles east; at Morrisey 
7 miles south and at Michel 25 
miles north east, and were to 
have been linked by the Morrisey 
-Fernie and Michel Railway. Ap¬ 
parently there was some connec¬ 
tion between the granting of 
land and the building of rail¬ 
ways. The M.F. and M.R. is now 
only four miles long and is 
claimed to be worlds smallest, 
completely equipped railroad. At 
first, therefore, Fernie was the 
Crows Nest Pass and many of the 
original settlers of the other pass 
towns came directly to Fernie 
and from there moved to the 
other places as they opened up.

Forest Fires 

Fires have been a minor prob¬ 
lem during the last three years 
thanks to the weather and to 
the teachers, the travellers and 
the fishermen. It Is Interesting to 
note that in 1051 for Alberta 85 
per cent of fires were caused by 
people and for the Crows Nest 
Reserve the percentage was 75. 
The fire danger is most severe 
In the Porcupine Hills area when 
the grass Is dry but we are for¬ 
tunate to have excellent co-oper¬ 
ation with the ranches there as a 
fall fire would be disastrous to 
the cattle range and ranch es¬ 
tablishments. 

Grazing of cattle and sheep on 
the reserve during the summer 
contributes approximately one- 
third of the revenue of forests, 
said the speaker. Despite critic¬ 
ism, especially In the Pass area, 
grazing Is a legitimate forest use 
which has as many unforeseen 
economic influences as does coal 
stripping. 

The timber operators In this 
reserve are the Plncher Spruce 
Mill, Burmis Lumber Company, 
Coleman Collieries, Drain and 
Mlckels, Bodio and Sartorls, 
Blalrmore Sawmills Limited and 
Johnson Brothers of Port Mac- 
leod. 

The timber supply south of 
Blalrmore Is not too bright and 
it apprears there will be a con¬ 
siderable number of Idle years 
between the end of the present 
cutting and the beginning of 
logging in the younger stands. 
While forecasting timber opera¬ 
tions Is more hazardous than 
forecasting the weather, a guess 
at continuous production Is from 
10 to 20 years to finish cutting 
the mature trees in the Castle 
River, the Carbondale River and 
Lynx Creek. 

"Do not be misinformed that 
this will be the end of the tim¬ 
ber supply In the south, but ra¬ 
ther the end of the present ma¬ 
ture timber,” the speaker said. 

North of Blalrmore In the 
Dutch Creek area the situation 
Is entirely different. No opera¬ 
tions are in progressa at present 
but there are approximately 350 
MM of mature and over-mature 
timber which should be cut be¬ 
fore it falls down; said Mr. Lind. 
The Alberta government and the 
board have withheld this large 
area in order to formulate a sus¬ 
tained yield management plan 
and offer the entire area In one 
sale. Although the outcome of 
this plan is not yet known It Is 
expected that In a short time 
there should- be extensive log¬ 
ging operations under way In 
the Gap area.

Teaehers Association recently by 
Mr. No rman Lind._ ___ 

Mr. Lind stated tl^at forestry 
In Alberta Is similar tc that In 
other provinces In that t Here are 
numerous problems In t ying to 
sustain or Improve the produc¬ 
tivity of the forest not only In 
timber but In many rela ed uses. 
Alberta Is divided into t' o forest 
areas, the North Albert Forest 
District and the Rock; Moun¬ 
tain Forest Reserve. 

The reserve originally consist¬ 
ed of all mountainous area, ex¬ 
clusive of the nations parks, 
from the U.S. border t a line 
west of High Prairie. Th north¬ 
ern areas with watersb ds tri¬ 
butary to the Athabasca and the 
Arctic, were excluded in 1048 
on the passing of the Eastern 
Rockies Conservation Act by the 
federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments. <1 

The act was passed to estab¬ 
lish a more intensive control of 
the upper Saskatchewan River 
watershed and to ensure the pre¬ 
sent or Increased water resource 
for the extensive farm Irrigation 
and power development in the 
Saskatchewan basin. The act es¬ 
tablished the Eastern Rockies 
Conservation Board made up of 
a chairman, a federal repres¬ 
entative and an Alberta repres¬ 
entative and provided funds for 
capital Improvements. The board 
members are to establish a forest 
policy and to advice the federal 
and provincial governments on 
the use and development of the 
mountainous area with water re¬ 
sources as the main concern. 
The board Is a policy-advisory 
group while the Alberta Forest 
Service Is an administrative and 
works organization. 

The reserves now consist of the 
Clearwater Forest with head¬ 
quarters at Rocky Mountain 
House, the Bow River Forest with 
headquarters at Calgary and the 
Crows Nest Forest with head- 
quarters at”Blalrmore. Each is 
administered by a forest super¬ 
intendent, an assistant superin¬ 
tendent, a clerk, a stenographer 
and forest officers stationed out 
In the various ranger districts.

22,000 Acres 

The Crows Nest Reserve con¬ 
tains about 22,000 acres consist¬ 
ing of the Porcupine Hills, the 
Gap area and the Castlemount 
area, west of Beaver Mines. The 
southern boundary is Waterton 
Lakes Park and the northern 
boundary the divide between 
the Bow River and the Oldman 
River drainages. The western 
boundary Is the high Rocky B.C. 
border, while the eastern boun¬ 
dary Is the rolling grassland of 
the ranching area. The ranger 
staff consists of six ranges and 
five assistants, together with 3 
temporary lookout men. Activ¬ 
ities consist of fish and game 
work, forest uses, Improvements, 
fire, grazing and timber work. 

The fish and game work is 
done under local authority by 
game wardens. All rangers are 
game wardens. 

At this point In the address, 
Mr. Lind reported the capture 
last week of four live cougars by 
Mr. Bradwell of the local office 
and by ranger W. C. Walton In 
the Gap area. 

Continuing, Mr. Lind said In 
forest uses officials have to con¬ 
tact with the coal companies, the 
timber operators, the livestock 
associations and individuals. 
Cabins are not allowed in the 
reserve except as being neces¬ 
sary for trapping or maintain¬ 
ing a camp for logging or min¬ 
ing. 

There are numerous cabins 
about the woods and each winter 
it is necessary to destroy them 
for the protection of the trap¬ 
ping rights and the protection 
of game, the speaker said. Stock 
associations require corrals, pas¬ 
tures and cabins for the stock 
rider and his horses, all of which 
must be approved by the ranger. 
The coal companies have a great 
number of permits for roads, 
stripping areas, power lines and 
camps. 

New Residences 

Two bungalow style houses 
and one cottage are now under 
construction by Mr. Bradwell and 
the ranger staff and It is hoped 
that next season a crew will fin¬ 
ish the building program and al¬ 
low more time to control the 
fishing on closed streams and to 
open up more trails. 

Those in the Pass area In the 
Civil Defence Organisation will 
be Interested to know, said Mr. 
Lind, that frequency modulation 
radio network will be finished 
next summer to connect with all 
the reserves and through relays 
to all the forestry personnel m 
Alberta.

The bureau of statistics reported 
8,916,300 head of cattle on farms on 
| Dec. 1 last, up from 7,936,500 on 
Dec. 1, 1951. 

| This indicated not only a bigger 
supply of meat but also more milk. 
Of the total, 3,019,000 were milk 
cows—cows and heifers two years 
old and over kept mainly for milking 
—up from 2,852,600 in the previous 
year.
